Because the 23 million population has only 87 
: .243 nurses, 268 midwives and 
677 hospital orderlies, the scheme consists mainly 


of hyglene and against the 
superstitious who rely on herbs 
and witcheraft, 

According to existing statistics, 
only one-third of the sick 
population can be treated in 
the hespital, because of lack of 
accommodation and transport 
facilities. 

Today, about one million 
people a year need medical 
treatment for such scourges as 
malaria, tuberculosis, venereal 
diseases, trachoma and yaws. 
Ye: there are only 13,500 6cds 
available on the basis that each 
patient would remain in hospi- 
tal for only 15 days. 

The estimated requirements 
on this basis exceed 98,000 beds. 

Over one million day-units 
of labour are now being lost 
through endemic diseases for 
which patients in existing con- 
ditions cannot get treatment. 
Most affected people will get 
attention and their labour will 
not be lost to the country's 
economy if the health pro- 
gramme goes through.—Reuter.

The fact that such a comple 
series of movements could be 
accomplished without detection 
by a wary and determined 
enemy is aremarkable tribute to 
the work of the Allied Air 
Forces and the excellence of our 
deception plans.

Allied troops, after moving 
forward in the morning, spent 
the afternoon mopping up 
against “moderate” enemy re- 
sistance. Three enemy counter- 
attacks were thrown against 
the northern sector of the ad- 
vaneing front, but all were 
repulsed. 


A Chinese battalion which 
was enveloped by the fast driv- 
ing Allied troops yesterday ap- 
parently had escaped through a 
gap in the UN lines, the Eighth 
Army briefing officer said. Ac- 
tion generally ceased in the 
Allied sector by late afternoon 
yesterday, It was estimated 
that at least two Chinese 
regiments were driven from the 
area, 


UN troops were also success- 
ful in the British Common- 
wealth sector west of Yonchon 
yesterday, driving an unknown 
number of Chinese soldiers to 
the west—United Press.

Historically — blackinail 
was first levied in Scot- 
land where border 
farmers used to pay “pro- 
tection money” to free- 
booters from both sides 
of the border.
